OHIO TRIO ELECTROCUTED 
Columbus, Ohio—OP)—Three men,

The fiih you will 
take here will also be Speckled trout, 
but they will not run large.

is Mill Creek. It is also in that re- 
gion, but farther south. I cannot 
give you into'ligent directions to it 
in this avtic'e because the roads in 
are not marked. But anyone above 
jSTeopit can direct you there I have 
taken some dandy Speckled trout 
from Mill Creek. 


Another is the Wappi. You reach 


it about five miles east from Moun- 
tain. You cross Kings Creek on the 
way to the Wappi. That. also, a little 
earlier in the season, will yield you 
some nice"fish. 


The Evergreen, if open this year, 


can 1» reached by driving in about 
twelve miles from Keopit. It is on 
the Menominee reservation, however

and the rearing of chicks. 
Jn a gooa layer, he expects to 


find fullsized red combs, well shap- 
ed heads with- bright, protruding 
eyes, beaks and legs with the char- 
acteristic- yellow more or less faded, 
broad back, a large soft abdomen, 
a wide pelvic arch and a considerable 
depth from keel to pelvis. If the 
abdomen is hard, the space between 
the pelvic bones narrow, the beak. 
and1 legs a bright yellow, and the 
comb faded and schriveled, the bird 
is probably not laying, according- to 
Mr. Sell. ' 


The county agent objected to hens 


moulting in June, again in August 
and again in- November. 
He pre- 


fers the lien that moults when she 
has finished a year of egg produc- 
tion, in October for instance. 


Some width and depth of body pro- 


vides room for a digestive apparatus 
of a capacity sufficient to supply the 
egg-making machinery of a hen with 
all the raw material needed, accord- 
ing to the county agent, which, ^s 
not possible in narrow, cramped 
quarters.

The organization of municipalities 


of the Fox river valley'-irom Neenah 
to Green, Bay, perfected at a meeting 
here this week, offers many opportuni- 
ties for cooperative action on matters 
of mutual interest. Certainly no harm 
can come from a league of cities with 
related problems and there are possi- 
bilities of great and lasting benefits. 


The efficacy of united action by mu- 


nicipalities has been demonstrated 
many times, most recently in this val- 
ley in the matter of restoring the level 
of the Lake Winnebago pool to its old 
height of 21J4 inches above the crest 
of the Menasha dam. Success of that 
united effort prompted the present or- 
ganization. 


The time is not-far removed when

TENDENCY TO TUBERCULOSIS 
Patrolling the environs of these 


hills with Tony the Wirish last eve- 
ning we saw several shooting stars. 
That reminded me that I haven't 
said much lately about the fallacy of 
"lowered resistance." If this column- 
had carte blanch as have some other 
columns I could mention if I dared 
we might fill in. the continuity and 
explain the association of ideas. But 
whenever I -venture to utter a word 
that is not strictly medical — well, 
never mind, I know what's good for 
my health. 


It's an unpleasant thought that a 


child may be born with a special 
"tendenc3r" toward such a condition 
as tuberculosis. But that is not the 
reason why I assert confidently that 
there is no such thing as a tendency 
or predisposition to the disease. The 
common belief that certain indivi- 
duals are predisposed to develop 
tuberculosis or predestined to have 
it is just a common belief and like 
many other traditions relating to 
health and sickness it lacks scienti- 
fic support. By that I mean we have 
no good experimental evidence to 
warrant such belief. It, was prob 
ably based on empirical evidence 
originally. People saw that members 
of certain families developed tuber- 
culosis, one after another; people 
saw that many individuals seemec 
frail and "delicate" for months or 
years and finally 
"went into de 


chnef on these observations people 
built up the plausible theory that 
such -victims were somehow predis 
posed. 


It is difficult to explain in a para 


graph how I arrived at my conclu- 
sion, but I am firmly 
convinced 


that there is no such thing as a spe 
cial predisposition or tendency t 
tuberculosis or to any other known 
disease. 
I have repeatedly asserted her 


that there is no such thing as low 
ered. resistance, or as resistance t 
any known disease. So far I have 
not encountered any scientific evi- 
dence that clashes with my assertion 
about this. 


Immunity is a very different mat- 


ter. Immunity is a definite, measur- 
able state. 
A child may be born 


with little or no immunity, or with 
a considerable degree of immunity, 
against 
tuberculosis, 
diphtheria, 


smallpox or other specific disease. 
Immunity is always specific — that 
is, immunity to diphtheria protects 
against diphtheria and not against 
any other disease. The fallacy of 
"resistance" is of course not specific 
— it is just a vague notion and ap- 
plies as well to tuberculosis as it 
does to the pip or what have you 
Ghosts and fairies are vague, too.

that congress Is going to vote three 
and a half billion dollars for a. sol. 
diere" bonus may be dismissed as 
highly improbable. This is not say- 
ing, however, that a real fight isn't 
to be expected or that some legisla- 
tion to relieve the •unemplo'yed vet- 
erans will not be passed. 


The administration 
is apprehen 


sive and has turned its big- guns on 
congress and has let it be known 
throughout the country that public 
opinion must be aroused in order to 
head off the three and a half billion 
dollar bond issue. 
Support for the 


administration's position has come in 
the published reports of how gov- 
ernment securities have dropped in 
value in the last twenty-four hours 
and how disturbed the financial 
world has become over the prospect 
of seeing the bond market for indus- 
trial securities seriously 
depressed. 


Most of the banks of the 
country 


have been buying government bonds 
and therefore when the prices are 
forced down the banks find them- 
selves confronted with a loss. 
The 


entire credit machinery of the gov- 
ernment has been adjusted 
from 


time to time so as to avoid an im- 
pairment of the bond market, while 
at the same time permitting govern- 
ment borrowing in amounts 
thai 


could be readily absorbed. 


Fear Effect On Market 


The theory is that three and a half 


billions would raise cain with the 
whole bond market. Secretary Mel- 
lon of the treasury told congress that 
it 'would kill the bond market for 
any other kinds of securities." 


The secretary said that far frori 


helping the, economic situation by 
putting the money into the hands of 
the veterans it would retard recov- 
ery.

"It affords an opportunity for the 


people back home to tell their, repre- 
sentatives in congress vwhat -they 
think about- it and it enables sen- 
ators -and representatives to make 
up their minds on the issue. "While it 
is politically difficult for members to 
vote, against soldiers' legislation of 
"any kind a. formula has as & rule 
been found which saves embarrass- 
ment. 


Approximately seven hundred mil- 


lion dollars -has already been 
re- 


cumulated in the treasury as a fund 
f oivthe ultimate cashing of the bonus 
certificates. It is quite possible for 
this sum to be handed out without 
disturbing the -government's finan- 
ces. The question then arises as to 
what could be done with such a 
sizeable amount. 


Plans are being- suggested -whereby 


only those veterans who are hi dire 
distress would be given cash for 
their bonus certificates. It is esti- 
mated that only a few hundred mil- 
lion dollars would be needed for that 
purpose. A compromise along these 
lines may yet be worked out and 
there are all sorts of plans being 
proposed.

Nail of the College of Agriculture, 
University of Wisconsin at Madison, 
has been representing Wisconsin at 
the outlook conference of agricultur- 
al economists in the National Capital 
this week. 
The conference, which held its last 


session Friday, has been studying 
the immediate and long-tune out- 
look for American agriculture. More 
than 50 .of the leading agricultural 
economists in the country, represent- 
ing almost every state, have taken 
part in the sessions of the confer- 
ence. 
A State or regional outlook report 


will be issued by Wisconsin follow- 
ing- the conclusion of tell conference; 
and a general report regarding: the 
prospects of more than 40 farm 
crops and classes of livestock will be 
issued by the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics on Feb. 2. 


The fundamental objective of the 


conference is the assemblage and in- 
terpretation of facts of domestic and 
foreign conditions which affect mar- 
kets for American agricultural pro- 
ducts and the placing of this infor- 
mation before farmers 
to 
enable 


them to organize farm business to 
meet changing economic conditions. 
Meetings of farmers will probably be 
called in states, -which, se^' represen- 
tatives to the conference here, and 
reports, made to them.
